required to register as a sex offender for having a sex offense or a murderer/violence against youth offense on the sentencing order; excluding 

prostitution.

 Murderers are individuals that have a murder offense on any active mittimus, holding or non-holding.

were in reception 48 hours or less before being released to MSR, parole, or other custody.
